“What's in a name?” writes 
Shakespeare. We answer, ‘Very 
much.” A “name” is that by which 
a person or thing is known. The

Soul winning requires being as well as doing. Jesus said 
to Peter and Andrew, ‘Follow me, and I will make you fish- 
ers of men” (Matt. 4:19). Evidently Jesus meant that He 
would make them into soul winners as well as showing them 
how to win souls. One must be a certain kind of Christian in 
order to be a soul winner. What kind? 


I. The Soul Winner Must Be Saved 


Salvation comes before soul win- 
ning. One must be a Christian, a 
born-again child of God, before he 
can be a soul winner. 

If this seems very trite to you, 
an unnecessary warning, then I re- 
mind you that John Wesley was 
one of the most earnest preach- 
ers and came as a missionary from 
England to the Indians of North 
America before he ever consciously 
trusted Christ as his own Saviour, 
or knew how to be saved. He grew 
up in a parsonage, his father was 
a preacher, his mother a most de-

vout and spiritual woman. And 
John Wesley himself was as regu- 
lar in his prayers, as fervent in 
his self-denial, as busy and con- 
scientious in his religious life as 
any Pharisee of the time of Christ, 
or any monk of the middle ages. 
But he could not win souls. He 
had never knowingly trusted in 
Christ as his own Saviour and did 
not know how to win anybody 
else. 

Martin Luther was a conscient- 


ious and religious man who had 
given up the world for the poverty

and religious activity of the priest- 
hood, but did not know peace of 
heart, did not know Christ as his 
Saviour until years later. Let no 
one think, then, that to have been 
raised in a Christian home, to be 
a member of a chuxch, to be moral 
and religious in outward life, fits 
one to be a souli winner. First, 
the soul winner himself must have 
been born again. ‘ 

In the first place, one who has 
not personally come to know 
Christ as his own Saviour will 
not have the spiritual perception 
which is absolutely necessary to

whole alphabet. So Jesus Christ is 
Alpha and Omega, and all the let- 
ters between—He is truly the Al- 
phabet of God. 


And what is an alphabet? It is a | 
strange and puzzling thing in any | 
language. It is made up of twisted, 
unintelligible, grotesque shapes we 
call letters. How. bewildering to us 
are the hieroglyphics of the Chi- 
nese! And you may be sure that 
the crooks and curves, the dots and 
dashes of our Anglo-Saxon alpha- 
bet are just as bewildering to them. 


to the one who can read _ them. 
Two men stand before the Moabite 
stone, which is covered with writ- 
ing. To one those letters are noth- 
ing but blots and scrawl and 
scribble. To the other, who is a 
Phoenician, these symbols are 
plain and precious, for these are 
the letters of his mother tongue. 
The sinner who stands before the 
Alphabet of God says, “What man- 
ner of Man is this?” but the saint 
says, “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” The child 
of God knows the Alphabet of God 
—this is his mother tongue. 


For what is an alphabet used? 


It is a means of communication 
and revelation. It brings to us the 
message of another; it makes the 
messenger known, Jesus Christ is 
the Alphabet by which God com- 
municates unto us, and the medi- 
um through which He makes Him- 
self known. “God... hath in these 
last days spoken unto us by His 
Son.” Jesus Christ is God's last 
Message to a sinful world; Jesus 
Christ makes God known, for ‘No 
man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, which is 
in the bosom of the Father, he 
hath declared him.” 


The Greek alphabet is made up 
of twenty-four symbols, or letters. 
(We have 26 letters in our alpha- 
bet.) Only twenty-four letters, yet 
the possibilities of the twenty-four 
are exhaustless. Professor Huxley 
at one time contemplated the oc- 
tave in music, and when he 
thought that in music we are lim- 
ited to seven tones he became 
very much exercised, and talked 
about the “sterility of music,” de- 
claring that the time: would soon 
come when there would be no 
more new tunes. Yet in this day 
there are more tunes than ever. 
The combinations are infinite. 
There are really only three pri- 
mary colors, yet look about you, 
and see the riot of color combina- 
tions—they are infinite. Only three 
colors; only seven tones, but twen- 
ty-fourletters! The possibilities of 
the alphabet are even more ex- 
haustlgss than those in colors and 
tunes. “It has a greater capital to 
begin with. There are no bounda- 
ries to the empire of letters. It is 
past and way beyond defining,” 
writes McLeod. This tells us of the 
eternal pre-eminence of Christ. He 
is the Infinite One without 
bounds. There are no boundaries to 
Him. He is past and far beyond all 
defining. He is the “Alpha and 
Omega” of Scripture; He is the 
“Alpha and Omega” of creation; 
He is the “Alpha and Omega” of

redemption. Because of this Spur- 
geon says He. ought to be the 
“Alpha and Omega” of our trust, 
of our love, of our life and aim, 
of our preaching and teaching. 
What are letters? A vowel has 
been described as a vocalization of 
the breath. What is a consonant? 
One has said that a consonant is 
“the result of an audible friction.” 
And yet what marvels these vow- 
els and consonants of the alpha- 
bet have built! Think of the writ- 
ings, the volumes, the tales, the 
dramas, the revelations, the songs, 
the ballads, the lyrics, the poems, 
the prophecies, philosophies, the 
epics, the rhapsodies, the medita- 
tions, the communications that are 
ours through the alphabet. Give 
the symbols of the alphabet the 
right arrangement and you have, 
to quote McLeod again, “the mas- 
culine reality of Chaucer; another 
arrangement and the ‘Faerie 
@ueen’ trips lightly before you; 
another disposition, and lo! there 
is the noble, stately music of Mil- 
ton. Group the vowels in a differ- 
ent order and you have the ocean 
roll of Byron. One more marshall- 
ing and Shelley spreads his wings; 
still another assortment and we 
catch the soft, liquid, meadow lark 
note of Keats. Truly, it is a strange 
and fascinating and endless study.” 
So the Alphabet of God becomes 
many and marvelous things to us, 
He spells out to every believer Al- 
mighty, Advocate (with the Fa- 
ther), Anointed, Altar, Apostle, All 
in all. He is Brother, Beloved, 
Blessed Brightness of God’s Glory, 
Bright and Morning Star, Builder, 
Captain of our salvation, Captain 
of the Hosts of the Lord, Conso- 
lation, Counsellor, Commander, 
Crown.

It is not only 
true that the nature of the par- 
ent tree determines the nature of 
the child branch, it is also true 
that the nature of the child branch 
is an index of the parent tree 
from which it originally came. One 
with understanding can take a 
branch and read its inherent na- 
ture by certain natural signs, such 
as bark, wood, leaves, etc., and 
tell the kind of tree from. which it 
came, even though the two are 
widely separated. So you can trace 
your way back through Jesus 
Christ to God, for Christ perfectly 
reveals, represents, and manifests 
God. He possesses the attributes 
of God, He performs the works of 
God, He holds the offices of God. 
“He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father.”

Jesus Christ calls Himself the 
“Amen” (Rev. 3:14). The word 
signifies that which is true, faith- 
ful, certain. “Amen’’—let it be so. 
Our Lord frequently used _ this 
word. “Verily” is Amen. Spurgeon 
states a three-fold meaning in the 
usage of the term in Scripture. 
It is used in the sense of assert- 
ing, as when our Lord said, ‘“Veri- 
ly, verily.” It is used in the sense 
of consenting, as when the people 
said “Amen” at the reading of 
the Word. It is used in the sense 
of petitioning, as when we end our 
prayers with an “Amen.” Certain- 
ly Christ is the Amen. He asserted 


the will of God when He came in- 
to the world. He said, ‘“My teach- 
ing is not mine, but his that sent 
me.” He said often, “Have ye not 
read?” or, “It is written.” In re- 
lation to His own mission, He as- 
serted, “For this cause came I 
unto this hour.” “For this cause 
came I into the world.’ He con- 
sented to the will of God—even 
unto death. When He came into 
the world He said, “Lo, I come to 
do thy will.” “My meat is to do 
the will of him that sent me.” In 
Gethsemane, “Not my will, but 
thine be done.” God hath prophe- 
sied a redemption from sin by 
death, even from the entrance of 
gin into the world, and Christ 
came as the Amen of God to ful- 
fill His promises. He is the Amen 
in the petitionary sense also, for 
“He ever liveth to make interces- 
sion for us.” Not only so, but He 
alone gives force and power to our 
prayers; in fact, were it not for 
His meditation no prayer of ours 
would ever reach the ear of the Fa- 
ther.

please God and serve God. 

“But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned.’— 
I Cor.2:14. 

So says the Word of God. 

In the second place, an uncon- 
verted lost sinner cannot have the 
power of God upon him to serve 
God acceptably. ‘Without faith it 
is impossible to please him,” says 
Hebrews 11:6. And one without 
saving faith in Christ is an enemy, 
an alien from God, an unreconciled 
sinner. Nothing such a one could 
do would please God until he is 
willing to personally thrust him- 
self on Christ’s mercy for salva- 
tion and depend upon the Saviour 
for the forgiveness He has promis- 
ed those who trust Him. 

In the third place, lost sinners 
themselves would have no confi- 
dence in the teachings and instruc- 
tions of a man who could not tell 
what it means to be saved, il- 
lustrated by his own testimony. A 
doctor who will not take his own 
medicine, a cook who will not eat 
her own cooking, a Christian 
worker who does not practice 
what he _ preaches, 
scant confidence among people. 

Therefore, let everyone who 
would do any service for Christ 
first definitely confess his own sin- 
ful state, repent in his heart and 
turn to Christ in penitent faith for 
salvation. After you have trusted 
Christ as your own Saviour and 
have been born again into the 
family of God, you may well seek 
to become a soul winner, but not 
before.

having written in his diary, “I 
came to America to convert the 
heathen, but oh, who shall con- 
vert me!” 

And why should sinners have 
confidence in the exhortation of 
one who does not know for sure 
whether he himself is saved? You 
cannot speak with glad joy and 
assurance. And the most ignorant 
sinner would feel the insincerity 
and the unsteadiness of the one 
who was trying to get him to turn 
from his sins and trust in Christ, 
if the would-be soul winner has 
no certainty that his own sins are 
washed away, that he himself is 
a child of God, that Heaven will 
be his blessed home hereafter. 

You remember that Jesus told 
the former maniac of Gadara, 
after he had been wonderfully 
healed and saved, “Go home to thy 
friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, 
and hath had compassion on thee’ 
(Mark 5:19). Then the Scripture 
continues, ‘“‘And he departed, and 
began to publish in Decapolis how 
great things Jesus had done for 
him: and all men did marvel” 
(Mark 5:20). That element of per- 
sonal testimony is vital to soul 
winning. Paul used it continually. 
Go visit the rescue missions where, 
continually, drunkards, and har- 
lots, and criminals, and bums find 
Christ, and you wiil see that God 
has chosen to wonderfully honor 
the straightforward testimony of 
a man who knows that his sins 
are forgiven, who can tell when 
it happened, and where, the very 
date and place. One example is 
worth a thousand arguments, we 
are told; and if you do not know 
of your salvation well enough to 
give your own testimony, you are 
not ready to win souls. 

Another fundamental reason 
makes the Christian who has no 
assurance of salvation unfitted for 
soul-winning work. We are to use 
the Word of God in soul winning. 
One must be able to tell the sin- 
ner how to find Christ, how to 
get his sins forgiven. And one who 
does not have assurance of his sal- 
vation does not clearly understand 
the plan of salvation. For when 
one knows clearly the blessed 
Word of God; and does not de- 
pend on any sense of his own 
merit, nor his righteousness, nor 
upon church membership, nor any 
religious rites, but. only on the 
blood shed on Calvary, and the 
promises of the Lerd Jesus; he 
can know for sure. about his own 
salvation. Any poor sinner who 
wants salvation may have it, may 
have it instantly. But the assur- 


ance of salvation is based upon the 
plain statements of the Word of 
God. And when you are not sure 
of ~ your own salvation, then 
obviously you are probably nct 
clear on how God saves men in 
answer to simple, penitent faith. 
How could one tell others what he 
does not know? 


And again I ought to say that 
often our doubtings and fears 
come from sin. One who does no* 
live right is likely not to feel 
right! Sin in the life, unconfessed 
and unlamented, takes away our 
sense of acceptance with God. It 
may be that you have truly been 
converted, born again, and it may 
be that you know when you trust- 
ed Christ. But your sins may have 
so grieved the blessed Holy Spirit 
that you have lost the witness 
within which once was very clear. 
It may be that now you feel that 
God is displeased with you, and 
do not find His smile upon you 
as it once was. So your joy may 
have fled, and with it part of your 
assurance of salvation. But the 
sin’ which hinders your joy will 
hinder your soul winning, too. So 
whatever be the reason for your 
lack of assurance, you need to get 
it settled if you are going to be 
successful as a soul winner.

If you come to Jesus 
Christ, and you know that He said, 
a . him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out” (John 6:37), 
then you ought to accept it as 
His word of honor that He has 
received you and did not reject 
you, and never will! If you have 
called upon Christ for salvation 
in your heart, and you find that 
the Scripture says, “For whosoev- 
er shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13), 
then you ought to believe, what 
God has promised, that is, that He 
saves all who honestly, in the 
heart, come to Him for salvation. 


If you suffer for lack of as- 
surance of salvation, Isuggest 


that you get my pamphlet on The 
Seven Secrets of a Happy, Pros- 
perous Christian Life (Sword of 
the Lord Publishers, 35c) and read 
it prayerfully until the matter is 
thoroughly clear in your mind. Or 
if sin has grieved the blessed 
Spirit of God who dwells within 
you until you do not feel assured 
of God’s favor, then confess that 
sin today and forsake it, and wait 
before the Lord penitently until 
you are assured that no unconfess- 
ed sin stands between you and 
the smile of your heavenly Father, 
the sweet fellowship that a Father 
wants to have with His child. 
Every Christian can know beyond 
any doubt that his sins are for- 
given. And only such Christians 
who do know that they are saved 
are successful soul winners. 


III. The Soul Winner Needs to 
Know Clearly the ‘Saving Gospel 
of Christ 


A distressed wife said, to her 
husband, “Bill, .why don’t you join 
the church with me and be a 
Christian? You don’t have much 
to give up. You are already a 
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good man.’ But that kind of 
counsel did not get him saved. 
That is not soul winning. 

A mother said to her grown 
son, “Son, you are-breaking my 
heart with your drinking. Why 
don’t you quit your wicked way 
and live right?” That was an 
earnest entreaty, but it takes more 
than that te win a soul to Christ. 

Jesus said to the disciples and 
then to us, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not shall be 
damned” (Mark 16:15, 16). Note 
that the gospel must be preached 
to every creature. One who be- 
lieves on Christ according to the 
gospel is saved, and his baptism 
is his open profession of the fact. 
The one who does not trust Christ 
for salvation shall be damned, we 
are plainly told. So there is no 
way for anybody to be saved with- 
out the gospel. And the Lord here 
speaks of the preaching of an in- 
dividual who takes the gospel to 
individuals, as well as of the 
preacher who speaks to a congre- 
gation. 

All soul-winning effort is really 

preaching the gospel. We may add 
our personal testimony and our 
earnest entreaty, but without the 
preaching of the gospel no one is 
ever saved. 
“For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them 
that believe.”—I Cor. 1:21. 

You see, one’s personal testi- 
mony and the fervent pleading of 
a loved one may make a sinner 
want to be saved, but these alone 


do not show him how to be saved. 
People are not saved without the 
gospel, 

And what is the gospel? What 
is this saving gospel without which 
a sinner will never be changed 
from a child of Satan into a child 
of God? Paul defines the gospel, 
in inspired language, in I Cor- 
inthians 15:1-4 as follows: 
“Moreover, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have received, and wherein ye 
stand; By which also ye are sav- 
ed, if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which 
I also received, how that Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; And that he was 
buried, and that he rose again the 
third day according to the script- 
ures.” 

This saving gospel which Paul 
preached and whereby the Chris- 
tians at Corinth had been saved 
is “that Christ died for our sins 
according to the scriptures; And 
that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according 
to the scriptures.” The atoninz 
death of Christ on the cross, His 
miraculous resurrection from the 
dead, all according to the Scrip- 
tures, is the blessed gospel we 
must take if we would win people 
to Christ and get them saved. 

Let us analyze, then, the gospel 
truth which a soul winner must 
clearly understand. 


1. He must realize that all men, 
women and children every where 
are sinners, depraved by nature, 
who need regeneration, that is, 
the new birth. The Pharisee may 
be better than the publican to 
outward appearance, but both 
alike are sinners. The chaste wife 
and mother may appear better 
than the harlot, the tender child 
may appear better than the aged 
reprobate, the moral, responsible 
and decent man may appear better 
than the drunken wretch and the 
criminal, but in the heart where 
God looks, all alike are guilty sin- 
ners. So Paul concludes by divine 
inspiration, “....For there is no 
difference: For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom. 3:22.23). If the soul winner 
does not know that sinners are 
sick unto death, he will not know 


how to get them to turn to the 


Great Physician. If he is not able 
to show people that they are 
wicked sinners, he will not lead 
them to repent. 

2. The soul winner must under- 
stand that the new birth is a 
miraculous work of. God in the 
heart of a sinner, making him a 
child of God. If the would-be soul 
winner thinks that joining a 
church, or turning over a new leaf, 
or living a better life will make 
a lost sinner into a child of God, 
he certainly is not a soul winner. 
One is dealing in miracles when he 
makes a child of Hell into a child 
of God by the supernatural power 
of the Holy Spirit. Jesus said to 
Nicodemus, “Except aman be 
born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” And again, “Except 
a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit,” (1 believe he means 
by the cleansing Word of God and 
the life-giving Holy Spirit) “he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God.” He said, “Marvel not that 
I said unto thee, Ye must be born 
again.” So Jesus was insistent, an? 
every soul winner must be insist- 
ent, that even a good, moral, re- 
ligious Pharisee, like Nicodemus, 
must be born again. 


3. The soul winner must know 
that the way a sinner gets the new 
birth is by simple dependence on 
Christ as Saviour. Many Scriptures 
plainly say so. John 1:12, John 


5:24, Acts 10:43, Acts 13:38, 39, 
Acts 16:31 all make it clear that 
one who comes to believe in Jesus 
Christ as his own Saviour, that is, 
to rely upon Christ, to depend up- 
on Christ, to trust Christ, to risk 
Christ for forgiveness and salva- 
tion, is instantly saved. ‘He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life.” This simple faith in 
Christ, this committing of one’s 
self to Christ’s mercy is the de- 
ciding matter in the salvation of a 
soul. 

It is true that a sinner who 
trusts in Christ must repent. That 
is what we meant when we said 
that everyone who would be saved 
must realize that he is a sinner 
and so, of course, must turn his 
heart away from his own re- 
sources and ways, and turn to 
Christ. Honest heart-turning from 
sin is a part of saving faith. Re- 
pentance and faith cannot be sep- 
arated. But it is most often ex-

Rev. Jimmie Johnson (P.O. Box 
85, Raleigh, N.C.), friend of the 
editor, graduate of Bob Jones 
University, has been greatly used 
in revivals particularly in the 
Southeast.

This was truly 
revival! People came without urg- 
ing. 

“Plans are already under way 
for the construction of a huge 
tabernacle seating some four or 


- five thousand. ‘God is working; 


and we must take advantage of 
these times, we cannot afford to 
fail now. People must not perish 
because of our lack of vision,’ 
commented the Rev. Mr. Bailey.” 

Evangelist Johnson is now in a 
Christ for Columbia campaign in 
Columbia, Missouri, where the 
university is located. Local min- 
isters are cooperating in the meet- 
ings.

pressed in the Scriptures by that 
simple term “believe.” Do you 
know that the moment a_ poor 
sinner honestly turns from his sin 
and believes on Christ, that is, 
relies upon Christ for salvation, he 
is saved? If you know that, you 
know the great decisive factor in 
getting sinners saved. 


4. It follows naturally that one 
who would win a sinner must 
teach him not to rely upon any 
human merit. Christ alone does 
the saving, and He does it when 
a lost sinner depends upon Him 
and commits’ himself to Christ. 
Moral goodness does not save and 
does not help save. Church mem- 
bership and the rites of the church 
cannot save and cannot help save. 
The soul winner must be able to 
teach the sinner that Christ alone 
can save and that salvation is on 
the basis of God’s love and mercy 
which provided the atoning sacri- 
fice on the cross to pay for man’s 

sins. 


IV. The Soul Winner Must Be a 

Surrendered Christian, Willing to 

Give Up Any Known Sin to Please 

Christ and to Have God’s Power 
for Soul Winning

divine inspiration, discusses this 
matter: 

“And, Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart from in- 
iquity. But in a great house there 
are not only vessels of gold and 
of silver, but also of wood and of 
earth; and some to honour, and 
some to dishonour. If a man there- 
fore purge himself from these, he

shall be a vessel unto honour, 
sanctified, and meet for the mas- 
ter’s use, and prepared unto every 
good. work.” 

Every Christian should depart 
from iniquity. One who does purge 
himself from iniquity shall be a 
“vessel unto honour, sanctified,” or 
set apart, “and meet for the 
master’s use, and prepared unto 
every good work.” A Christian 
who does not judge his sins, who 
does not honestly turn from known 
sins, loses the power to win souls 
and the ability to win souls, as 
well as the heart for soul winning. 
The greatest honor that could 
ever come to a Christian is to be 
enabled of God to win souls. But 
one who does not purge himself 
from iniquity by honest confession 
and turning from sin, will be a 
vessel not of gold and silver, but 
of wood and earth; not a vessel 
unto honour, but a vessel unto 
dishonour. 


Paul constantly remembered this 
truth, that if one would be con- 
tinually blessed in soul winning 
he must remain a vessel “meet for 
the master’s use.” In I Corin- 
thians 9:27 Paul said: 


“But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that 
by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should 
be a castaway.” | 


What was it Paul feared? He 
feared that after he had preached 
to so many, he would be laid a- 
side and be cast away as a soul- 
winning instrument. And for fear 
of this, Paul buffeted his body and 
kept down the old sinful nature 
so he would be fit for the Master’s 
use. 

One of the holiest motives that 
any Christian could have for liv- 
ing a separated and holy life is 
that he might thus be fit to win 
souls. And if you should give up 
incidental pleasure of one kind or 
another that is questionable; if you 
should give up a habit in which 
you would have pleasure; or if 
you should give up some dear idol 
of your heart in order that you 
might have the power of God and 
win souls, then how great will be 
the reward in Heaven! Thank God 
for the privilege of keeping a soul 
out of Hell a billion years and 
then a billion times a billion years 
more! Who would not be willing to 
give up any of the pleasures of 
sin, as Moses did, to have such 
a blessed reward! 


Salt can lose its savour, at least 
the natural salt collected around 
the edge of the seashore with 
various impurities in it, could lose 
its savour. Even so a Christian 
may lose his saving power. Jesus 
said, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth: but if the salt have lost his 
savour, wherewith shall it be salt- 
ed? it is thenceforth good for no- 
thing, but to be cast out, and to 
be trodden under foot of men.” 
Christians who dally with sin, who 
keep bad company, who are wrap- 
ped up in money-making may be- 
come salt without savour. They 
may put their light under a bushel. 
I do not say that Christians who 
drift into worldliness and sin have 
lost their souls, but I do say that 
they lose the power to win others 
to Christ. They lose their joy 
here, and eternal rewards here- 
after. 

Oh, to the soul-winning Chris- 
tian, the will of Christ must be 
the most important thing in the 
world! No place is too hard if it is 
where God wants the surrendered 
Christian. One who would be a 
soul winner must learn to make 
Jesus Christ the Lord of his life. 
He must set his affections on 
things that are above and seck 
first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness. Surrender to Christ 
so that one is willing to leave any 
known sirr and do the will of God 
is essential to one who would be 
a soul winner. 


V. The Soul Winner Must Have 
a Working Knowledge of the Bible 


I do not mean that to be a soul 
winner one must have special 
Bible training in a Bible institute, 
or seminary, or Christian college. 
Of course that is helpful and good. 
I do not mean that one must know 
all the doctrine in the Word of 
Ged. Of course the Christian ought

THE GREAT NEED OF THE 
HOLY SPIRIT 


If we do not have the Spirit of 
God, it were better to shut the 
churches, nail up the doors, to put 
a black cross on them, and Say, 
“God have mercy on us!” If you 
ministers have not the Spirit of 
God, you had better not preach, 
and you people had better stay 
at home. I think I speak not too 
strongly when I say that a church 
in the land without the Spirit of 
God is rather a curse than a bless- 
ing. If you have not the Spirit of 
God, Christian worker, remember 
that you stand in somebody else’s 
way; you are as a tree bearing no 
fruit standing where another fruit- 
ful tree might grow. This is Ssol-

and make it his daily bread, his 
sword, his light, his joy. One does 
not need to know all about the 
Bible to win souls. In fact, some 
soul winners know relatively not 
very much of the Bible. But cer- 
tainly one who would win souls 
must have a simple working know- 
ledge of the Bible. 


You see, winning souls is really 
preaching the gospel. So one must 
know what the Bible says about 
how to be. saved if he would get 
anyone saved. 


Most. cases of people who reaily 
want ta be saved and are ready 
to come to Christ when the way 
is made clear, can be shown how 
to be saved with the use of a 
very few Scriptures. I have won 
hundreds of souls using the blessed 
golden text of the Bible, John 3: 
16: 


“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 

That verse is enough to save 
every soul who understands it and 
who puts his trust in Jesus Christ 


and relies upon His _ blessed 
promise. 
Every soul winner has _ his 


favorite verses, and they are not 
always the same for different soul 
winners. In one summer when I 
was a college student I won some 
sixty people using Isaiah 55:6, 7: 
“Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found, call ye upon him while 


he is near: Let the wicked forsake: 


his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon.” 
Others prefer John 1:12: 


“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name.” 

Many others use Acts 16:31: 


“And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” 


John 5:24 is another favorite. 
Other personal workers like Ro- 
mans 10:9, 10, and I like very 
much to use John 6:37. A soul win- 
ner who knows some of these 
Scriptures and knows how to ex- 
plain them and make the plan of 
salvation clear to a seeking soul, 
will be able to win some to Christ. 

However, a hunter does not use 
the same ammunition for quail 
that he uses for deer. A fisherman 
does not use the same bait for 
fresh water perch as he uses for 
for tarpon and tuna in the ocean. 
All Scripture is profitable, that 
the man of God may be throughly 
furnished unto good works, the 
Scripture says. So the soul winner 
who knows more Scriptures and 
how to use them, under the lead- 
ing of the blessed Holy Spirit, to 
fit different cases, will win more 


souls. It takes a working know- 
ledge of the Bible to be a good soul 
winner. It takes a knowledge of 
at least part of the Bible to win 
anybody, and the more one knows 
and loves the Bible, and relics 
upon the Bible, the better soul 
winner he may become. 


VI The Soul Winner Must Have 
in Some Measure the Compassion 
of Our Brokenhearted Saviour 
Over Lost Sinners 


As we said before, soul winning 
is being as well as doing. The soul 
winner must be a soul winner at 
heart before he wins souls. And 
part of the thing that makes a 
soul winner is a compassionate 
heart. 

I do not know how in God's 
wonderful mercy He allows us who 
are Christians to enter into His 
blessed work of redemption. It was 


ever a wonder to Paul that~“the 


glorious gospel] of the blessed God” 
was committed to his trust, and 
Paul said, “I thank Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who hath enabled me, 
for that he counted me faithful, 
putting me into the ministry” (I 
Tim. 1:12). Blasphemer, per- 
secutor, injurious, yet Paul obtain- 
ed mercy, not only to be saved 
himself, but to become a soul 
winner. This is not only the high- 
est art; it is the highest character 
to which a human being can attain. 
For in becoming a soul winner one 
enters into the character of Jesus 
Christ and into a likeness of His 
dear heart. One must learn to 
weep as Christ wept over sinners. 
One must be willing to~suffer to 
save sinners, in some slight fash- 
ion, as Jesus suffered on the cross 
to save them. Paul says about 
this gospel, “...whereof I Paul 
am made a minister; Who now 
rejoice in my sufferings for you, 
and fill up that which is behind 
of the afflictions of Christ in my 
flesh for his body’s sake, which 
is the church: Whereof I am made 
a minister....” (Col. 1:23-25). 


So let me urge upon every read- |

VII. The Soul Winner Must Be 
Empowered By the Holy Spirit 


This miracle of regeneration 
cannot be done with human wis- 
dom, with human personality, with 
human argument. So the soul win- 
ner needs a supernatural] enabling, 
an enduement of power from on 
high. Let everyone who would be 
a soul winner know this: the bless- 
ed work of changing the hearts 
of men and keeping sinners out 
of Hell cannot be done without 
the work of the Holy Spirit to 
convict men, and turn men, and 
change men. 


When the Lord Jesus had given 
the Great Commission to the 
disciples and was ready to leave 
them on the Mount of Olives, He 
said to them, “Behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: 
but tarry ye in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high’ (Luke 24:49). 
Again, as quoted in Acts 1:8, Jesus 
said, “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” . 


What presumptuous sin is the 
sin of any of us poor, deluded souls 
if we seek and expect to save souls 
without supernatural power! 

These modern days we have 
grown accustomed to sedate re- 
ligious services without any de- 
monstration of the Holy Spirit. 
We have so longed to be thought 
as conservative, and_ scholarly, 


does not want us to fur- 
nish the power. He wants us to 
furnish surrendered hearts, willing 
hands and feet, a pleading voice, 
and a holy urgency of heart. But 
God Himself wants to furnish the 
power of our soul winning. So I 
urge every Christian who would 
be a soul winner to cast himself 
upon God and expect, and insist, 
and claim this blessing, the en- 
duement of power from on high. 
I am not speaking now of sinless 
perfection, nor of speaking in 
tongues, nor of any other human 
manifestation. I am simply say- 
ing that every Christian who 
would be a soul winner must have 
the breath of Heaven upon him-— 
upon his heart, upon his speech, 
upon his mind, upon his efforts. 
Oh, may God teach His people to 
wait upon Him for power, and may 
He, in mercy, breathe upon us and 
pour upon us the Holy Spirit. En- 
dued with power from on high, 
the Christian can win souls. With- 
out holy enabling, soul winning is 
impossible. 

Do these conditions which are 
required in the life of a Christian 
for soul winning seem hard to 
you? Well, God is merciful, and 
He knows that none of us are per- 
fect. How frail, how weak, how 
stumbling and limited are our cf- 
forts! Dr. J. B. Gambrell, famous 
Baptist leader in Texas, used to 
say, “God can hit some mighty — 
straight licks with mighty crook- 
ed sticks.” I do not say that you 
must be perfect in order to win 
souls. But I say that in some 
measure these seven requirements 
are essential. One must be saved. 
He must know that he is saved. 
One must know the simple ele- 
ments of the saving gospel of 
Christ if he would win others.

ing in the Bible that Christians 
should rebuke sin. Particularly, 
preachers should rebuke sin. In 
Il Timothy 4:1 Timothy is com- 
manded, ‘Preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
Jongsuffering and doctrine,” A 
preacher must reprove and re- 
buke, as well as exhort. It is a 
part of preaching the Word to 
reprove and rebuke those who sin. 

“Again in I Timothy 5:20 Tim- 
othy is commanded, “Them that 
sin rebuke before all, that others 
also may fear.’ A preacher is to 
rebuke sin and even to rebuke it 
publicly since others may fear and 
avoid sin. 

“Paul stood publicly and re- 
buked Peter when Peter compro- 
mised at Antioch. In Galatians 2: 
11-14 we-are told this story: 


“*But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the 
face, because he was to be blamed. 
For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gentiles; 
but when they were come, he with- 
drew and separated himself, fear- 
ing them which were of the cir- 
cumcision. And the .other Jews 
dissembled likewise with him; in- 
somuch that Barnabas also was 
carried away with their dissimula- 
tion. But when I saw that they 
walked not uprightly according to 
the truth of the gospel, I said un- 
to Peter before them all, If thou, 
being a Jew, livest after the man- 
ner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compellest thou the 
Gentiles to live as do the Jews?’ 


“You see then it is scriptural 
to rebuke sin. 


“Again in Isaiah 58:1 God says,

You see then every preacher must 
be honest and please God and so 
rebuke sin. 

“When we study the example 
of Bible preachers,. those that 
please God, you see that they did. 
Stephen said to the Jews who had 
crucified Christ, ‘Ye stiffnecked 
and uncircumcised in heart and 
ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do 
ye’ (Acts 7:51). 

“Peter rebuked Ananias and 
Sapphira and God struck them 
dead for their sin. When Paul 
went to Paphos on the island of 
Cyprus, Elymas the sorcerer hin- 
dered the deputy, Sergius Paulus, 
from being saved. ‘Then Saul, 
(who also is called Paul,) filled 
with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, And said, O full of all 
subtilty and all mischief, thou 
child of the devil, thou enemy of 
all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways 
of the Lord?’ (Acts 13:9, 10). Paul 
was filled with the Holy Spirit 
when he said this, and then he 
prophesied that the man would be 
blind and God struck him blind 
immediately, and the deputy was 
saved. You see if good preachers 
today do right they must be like 
the preachers of God in the Bible. 


“Another matter is very clear; 
in the Bible times those who did 
not believe the Bible, those who 
brought a false doctrine of sal- 
vation, were openly rebuked, they 
were denied all fellowship with 
Christians. For example, in the 
Second Epistle of John verses 9- 
11 gives this commandment: 


“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Qhrist, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds.’ 

“You see a Christian must not 
give any money to support a mod- 
ernist, must not invite him to his 
house, must not bid him God 
speed. To do so would be a sin. 


“And in Jude verse 3 we are 
commanded, ‘that ye should earn- 
estly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints’ 
(last half of the verse). Christians

ought to defend the faith. Preach- 
ers should expose modernism. So 
when I speak out against a false 
doctrine of Catholics, I must be 
kind towards Catholics, but I must 
préach the truth and show where 
they are wrong. I speak against 
the modernism of those who do 
not believe the Bible, those who 
do not believe Christ is the Son 
of God, who do not believe that 
people need to be born again, be- 
cause I would grieve God if I did 
not openly denounce such wicked- 
ness. I would be a party to the 
sin if I did not. 

“You say you are reminded of 
Matthew 7, and I- suppose you 
mean where the Lord Jesus said, 
‘Judge not, lest ye be judged.’ No I 
must not judge the state of any- 
body’s heart. For example, if you 
tell me you are a Christian, and 
that you have put your trust in 


Saviour, then I have no right to 
say that you are not saved. That 
would be judging you. And that is 
forbidden. No one can say whether 
another has trusted Christ in the 
heart. Only God looks on the 
heart. However, we are plainly 
told that we can judge false pro- 
phets. In Matthew 7:15,16 Jesus 
said, ‘Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. Ye shall know 
them by their fruits...’ So -if 
one denies the inspiration of the 
Bible or the deity of Christ or 
salvation by the blood then we 
know he is a false prophet. So I 
speak out boldly against those who 
are false prophets and I ought 
to do so.

were enough to try the soul even 
of the Son of God. He did not come 
down from the cross, for His love 
for a lost mankind held Him to 
the cross. 


Many verses declare this great 
truth unto us. Jesus said, “Greater 
love hath no man than this, that 
a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” Paul tells us in Gala- 
tians 2:20 that the Son of God 
loved us and gave Himself for us. 
John tells us’ in I John 3:16, 
“Hereby perceive we the love of 
God, because he laid down his life 
for us: and we ought to lay down 
our lives for the brethren.” 


There are three things I would 
like to say about the love of 
Christ. 


First, His love was unusual. It 
is an ordinary, every day thing for 
us to love those who love us, but 
Jesus loved those who hated Him. 
“But God commendeth = his love 
toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us’ 
(Rom. 5:8). 


church lived a man who abused the 
pastor to the last limit. The man 
became involved in treason and 
was arrested and sentenced to be 
hanged. The old preacher started 
out on foot and walked the whole 
seventy miles to Philadelphia that 
he might plead for the man’s life. 
Washington heard his plea, but he 
said, “No, your plea for your 
friend cannot be granted.” 


“My friend!” said the preacher, 
“he is the worst enemy I have!” 

“What!” said Washington. “You 
have walked nearly seventy miles 
to save the life of an enemy? That 
puts the matter in a_ different 
light. I will grant the pardon.” 


That is what makes the love of 
Christ unusual. He loved His ene- 
mies, and this love bound Him to 
the cross. 


Secondly, His love was unending. 


“Now before the feast of the Pass- 
over, when Jesus knew that his 
hour was come that he should de- 
part out of this world unto the Fa- 
ther, having loved his own which 
were in the world, he loved them 
unto the end” (John 13:1). 


Sometimes even the love of a 
mother for her child fails. Occa- 
sionally even a father may turn 
against his own son. But the love 
of Jesus never fails. It continued 
to the cross—beyond the cross, 
and abounds unto us today. His 
love bound Him to the cruel tree. 


Thirdly, His love was unselfish. 
Man had nothing to give to Jesus 
that He did not have already. All 
things belong to Him—the silver 
and the gold, the cattle upon a 
thousand hills—and yet the Sav- 
jour died in our behalf.

seems like a foolish thing to beg 
people to receive Jesus when the 
giving must be all on His side. All 
we can do is surrender ourselves. 
There is nothing in a material way 
that we can give to God that He 
does not already have. All things 
are His by act of creation; yet the 
Son of God condescended to die for 
us, and His unselfish love bound 
Him to the cross of Calvary. It is 
a rare and beautiful thing to see 
people give and love when nothing 
can be given to them in return.

They sleeps in a box, and 
ain’t had nothing to eat today. 
Can’t we do something for ’em?” 
The crowd stared at the new- 
comers, then one;\boy suggested, 
“Let’s take up a collection,” and 
they did. Grimy hands plunged in- 
to the recesses of tattered gar- 
ments for pennies and the collec- 
tion was taken. The result— seven 
cents.

II. His’ Submission to God’s Will

The bitter, angry mob, especially 
the religious leaders, told Him to 
come down from the cross if He 
were the Son of God. One of the 
malefactors railed on Him, say- 
ing, “If thou be Christ, save thy- 
self and us.”

Jesus 
was submissive to the will of God. 


IiI. Our Sins Held Him to the 
Cross 

The trail of sin from the Gar- 
den of Eden to the present time is 
a bloody and tragic one. 

Sin separates men from God, 
just as it drove the first pair 
from the garden. 

Sin brings shame. Adam and Eve 
sought to hide from God. Sinners 
are still ashamed and try to hide 
their sins; therefore, men love 
darkness rather than light. 

Sin brings sorrow. See it for 
yourself. The life of sin will end in 
sorrow. The home of sin will end 
in sorrow. 

Sin brings suffering. All of the 
world’s suffering came about be- 
cause of sin. Mental anguish, 
physical suffering, all come from 
Sin. 

But the crowning act of sin’s 

dastardly career came in the death 
of Christ. Let us not stand back 
and say, “Shame on you, sin, for 
crucifying the Saviour.” But let us 
remember it was our sins which 
nailed Him and held Him to the 
Cross. 
“But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement-~ of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all’ (Isa. 
Dd :0, 0): 

1. He bore our sins to satisfy 
the law of God. God’s law says, 
“The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die.” “The wages of sin is death.” 
Because of our sins, we deserve the 
penalty of death and Hell, but 
Christ came and died in our place. 
He satisfied the law of God. God 
accepted His death as payment for 
our sins. 

“Who gave himself for us, that 
he might redeem us from all iniqui- 
ty, and purify unto himself a pecu- 
liar people, zealous of good works’”’ 
(Tit. 2:14). “Who his own self bare 
our sins in his own body on_ the 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, 
should live unto righteousness: by 
whose stripes ye were healed” (I 
Pet. 2:24).
